There are features of the bill upon which 
the republicans have not agreed, and it is for 
this reason that they will keep it secret for the 
next day or two. However, some of the gene 
eral features were discussed among members

REDUCTION OF ABOUT $65,000,000 

or 270,000,000, Of this amoant $28,000,000 is 
pr vided for by a 50 per cent reduction on 
sugar. [t is proposed lo repeal the entire to- 
bacco tax, this cutting off another $28,000,000 
in round numbers in internal taxes; but the 
gub-committee does not regard this feature as 
final. There is a strong sentimentin favor of 
retaining the tax on cigars, cheroots and cig- 
arettes, and the report will practically submit 
the at estion to be determined by the senate. 

The repeal of the tax on alcohol used in the 
arts is estimated by the sub-committee to cut 
off $6,000,000 more, bat Mr, Randall has pre- 
yiously estimated this at $750,000. 

Wool remains as at present, with the excep- 
tion of putting combing wool and clothing 
wool in the same ciass at a duty of 11 cents, an 
increase of 1 cent on the former and a decrease 
of a like amount on the latter. 

A reduction of 50 per cent is made. on rice, 
while lumber and marble remain the same as 
in the present schedule 

Steel rails are slightly reduced. The import 
tax on tin plate remains as in the existing law, 
it being the purpose of the committee to leave 
this to the senate for action. The majority of 
the members of the committee are, however, 
{in favor of an increase,

to Senator Beck at lortress Monroe, where he 
will prepare a minority report, assisted by Sen- 
ators Harris and Vance. They will stand by 
the Mills bill, and their report will endeavor 
to show its superiority as a measure of relief 
over the senate bill. 

Adjournment Discussed. 

During the session of the committee today 
the question of adjournment was discussed at 
length. There can be no question as to the 
prolongation of the session if the tariff subject 
is formally entered upon. Indeed, there are 
senators uf both parties who do not regard it as 
practicable to dispose of the bill by election 
day. The bill presents the leading political 
issue of the time—an issue upon which, it is 
generally conceded, the pending presidential 
election will turn. Senators, as a rule, are not 
noted for breyity in debate, nor aré 
they given to hurrying themselves. Begin- 
ning with the first of October—and it is not 
thought the bill will get into the senate earlier, 
there will be thirty-one daye, exclusive of 
Sundays, intervening until the election. Un- 
less some rule to limit the speeches should be 
adopted, the tifty-odd senators who are desir- 
ous of being heard would never crowd their 
arguments into that period of time. It is ad- 
mitted by some of the senators that they 
would require at least a day each for their ar- 
guments on a subject of such great moment 
politicaliy. Nobody believes the senate would 
assent to any limitation upon debate. 

Arvcuments,of the kind here outlined are 
employed by the many who predict an early 
adjournment to sustain the position that as a 
tariff bill cannot be passed the senate will 
goon consent to wind up the session. The 
leading democratic senators express them- 
selves in favor of ample debate, saying that 
in their opinion the more the tariff is dis- 
cussed and the more thorough the comparison 
between the senate billand the Mills bill, the 
more popular the latter will become with the 
people. 

Republican senators, particularly those of 
the finance committee, do not deein an early 
adjournment within the bounds of probability. 
On the contrary, they very positively assert 
that thesession will continue until the latter 
part of October,anyhow. They claim not to 
be considering the policy of abandoning tariff 
legislation. ‘Thus it would seem that there is 
little probability of congress adjourning before 
the first of November. 

As an evidence that the bill is not yet ina 
gatisfactory condition to ali republican sena- 
tors, the committee will continue its hearings 
and changes are likely to be made before it is 
Teported to the senate. KB. W..B.

TO BENEFIT SAILOBS, 


The Ilouse Passes Several Bills of Interest 
to Them. 

WASHINGTON, September 25.—In considera- 
tion the morning heur, Mr. Cothran, of South 
Carolina, from the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, called up and the house passed the joint 
resolution accepting the invitation of the impe- 
rial German government tothe United States 
government to become a party to the interna- 
tional Geodetic association. 

Mr. Hitt, of [linois, from the same commit- 
tee, called up the joint resolution requesting 
the president to negotiate with the government 
of Mexico for the creation of an international 
commission to determine all questions touch- 
ing the boundary line between the United 
States and Mexico, where it follows the bed of 
the Rio Grande and Rio Colorado.

Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, offered an 
amendment providing that after Mareh 4th, 
188), the minimum age for the admission of 
cadets to the academy shall be sixteen years 
and the maximum twenty-one years. He had 
been convinced, he said, that the present 
minimum of fourteen years was too low, and 
that the naval service would be benefitted by 
an increase of minimum.

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THAT REPUBLICAN TARIFF BILL. 

It Is Reported by the Sub Committee—But 
Little Known of Its Provisions. 

WASHINGTON, September 25.—{Special.] — 
The finance sub-committee met at half-pas 
10 today. There were present Senators Sher- 
man, Allison, Aldrich, Hiscock, Harris and 
Vance, and Senator Jones made his appear- 
ance at 11 o'clock. The new tarilf bill was 
laid before the committee by Senator Allison, 
chairman of the sub-committee, and a second 
complete copy was handed at the same time to 
Senator Harris. This was at once securely 
sealed, addressed to Senator Beck and for- 
warded by a trusty deputy sergeant-at-arms to 
Fortress Monroe. 

The committee then formally began the con- 
sideration of the bill. The majority of the 
members were personally in favor of making 
it public at once, but it Was decided, in defer- 
ence to ancient usage, to await the action of 
the full committee. Each member of the com- 
mittee receipted for a copy of,the new bill and 
took itaway with him. 

It is the §pvevalent impress‘on, based on 
what the demecratic members of the commit- 
tee have said to their republican fellow mem- 
bers, that not more than three or tour days 
will be required by Senator Beck to complete 
the minority report, and that the bill will be 
reported to the senate and made public next 
Monday. Meanwhile the committee continues 
its hearings, and ati o’clock gave an audience 
on the subject of macaroniand vermicelli. The 
impression that the measure is the work of the 
republican cancus is entirely incorrect, its de- 
tails never having been submitted to any cau- 
eus of republicans though the general plan 
and expected results have been matters of dis- 
cussion from time to time. The republican 
senators will be in no respect debarred from 
submitting amendments when the bill comes 
before the senate and in fact it is, as are all 
other measures fu their progress through the 
senate ¢committecs, stillthe subject to change 
The billis a voluminous 
affair covering 250 pages of ordinary bill size, 
including, of course, the Mills bill which ts 
struck ont and the entire undervaluation bill 
wpon which the senate committee spent nearly 
a year. erie 

The next meeting of the fall committee is 
called for Thursday morning when the formal 
reading of the bill will be continued. It is said 
that its reading in the senate will consume 
about fifteen heurs. Members of the com- 
mittee have pledged their honor not to make 
public any of the provisions of the bill and 
only about a dozen copies have been printed. 
All those, but the ene sent to Senator Beck, 
have been returned te the clerk of the com- 
mittee and are lecked up in his custody 
Nothing but a few pivotal items which 
have for some time been public i 
known of the pro igcons of the measure. 
Thirty-four new items, mainly drugs, chemi-

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| THE FEVER’S STRIDES. 


SUSPICIOUS CASES IN FLORIDA, ALA- 
BAMA AND TENNESSEE. 


The Cool and Clear Weather Seems to Have 
a Cheering Effect—The Day in Jdackson- 
ville—News All Along the Line. 

The fever situation is practically unchanged. 

Jacksonville reports 143 new cases, about 
two-thirds negroes, with four deaths. There 
are new cases at Fernandina, Ellanville and 
McClenny. 

In Alabama, the first frost of the season 
brings hope of a speedy end to the panic. One 
case is reported from Cullman, Ala. 

At Jackson there are four new cases, and 
two deaths, but the authorities are bringing 
order from chaos. There is still a decid- 
eily panicky feeling through the Mississipp 
valley. 


BEAUTIFUL WEATHER. 


Only Four Deaths Reported—full Report of 
Scenes and Incidents. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 25.—[Spe- 
cial.|~+The day is clear, cool and bracing. It 
is wonderful what an effect the weather has 
even upon people stirred up in a fever stricken 
city. The drift of conversation this morning 
is of a very hopeful character. Almost every- 
body expresses the opinion that the worst is 
oyer and that with the temperature continu- 
ally falling, we may look for a largely de- 
creased list of new cases daily. The facts and 
conditions do not invariably lead to such con- 
clusions, but there can be no doubt thata de- 
cidedly better feeling exists. 

Up to noon there was a decided falling off in 
the number of new cases generally reported at 
that hour. Medical bureau reported 20—mostly 
colored—and the the board of health 11—all 
white but one. This added to the popular 
hope, but a single death had been reported up 
to noon, that of Joshua L. Burch, one of the 
commissioners of public works for the. city. 
He had been sick only a week and was entirely 
free from first effects of fever, but was a suf- 
ferer from previous complication of diseases 
and unable to rally in his necessarily weak con- 
dition. 

He died at an early hour this morning. He 
was born in Borden, N. J., but had lived in 
Florida since 1864, in which vear he came here 
as superintendent of certain federal govern- 
iment werks and fortifications at Fernandina. 
Iie has, since 1866, been engaged in the busi- 
ness of brick making in Jacksonville, acquir- 
ing large property. He had been identified 
with politics more or less, but aside from an 
appointment as tax assessor under Governor 
Drew, never heid public office until his elee 
tion tothe board of commissioners of public 
works upon the adoption of the new city char- 
ter last year. He was about 55 years old and 
unmarried, a man of excellent business judge- 
ment and universally esteemed. 

Newspaper Correspondent Stricken. 

The sensation of the day upon tlre street and 
in newspaper circles is the sudden illness of 
King Hall, special correspondent of the New 
York World, sent here about a month ago by 
that newspaper. He has been in the thickest 
of the fight, and insome instances has unnec- 
essarily exposéd himself. He has been out in 
all kinds of weather and at all times of the 
day and night. He was suddenly taken with 
pains in the back and head this morning and 
immediately consulted Dr. Neal Mitchell, who 
told him that he had unmistakable symptoms 
of yellow fever. He had just come from a call 
E. D. Baker, of the Cincinnati 
Post, who is ill today. King 
Hall sent Dr. Carr to see Baker, 
attended to some details of his work and then 
went to Dr. Mitchell’s office again. His tem- 
perature had meanwhile risen to 101, and Dr. 
Mitchell said: 

‘Your in foritsure. Wheredo you want 
to be sick at, your room or a hospital ?’’ 

“To the Sandhills,” said the World man, 
and in twenty minutes he was on his way 
thither in Dr. Sollace Mitchell’s private car- 
riage. He stopped at the Times-Union office 
in passing and bid goodbye to the press crowd 
there congregated. They all wished him well 
and predicted a mild case.

Mr. Grace, gardener at the Sub-Tropical 
vrounds, died at Sandhills last night, as had 
been auticipated. His disease was alow type 
of ma'arial fever, not yellow fever. 

Inspecting a Camp. 

Acting Mayor Gerow and a committee of 
three from the colored anxiliary bureau, 
Messrs. Onley, Artrell and Middleton, went 
out to Camp Mitchell today on a tour of in- 
spection. They found the frame houses all 
ready for occupancy. Each house is 12x30, 
divided into two rooms, and will accommo- 
date eight persons. The camp will be divided 
into two sections, one for white whd one for 
colored people. Work is progressing on the 
kitchen dining-rocom and commissary building 
and will all be done by the end. of the week. 

“They bégan this camp back end to,” said 
Mavor Gerrow. “If they had made the kitchen 
aud dining-room buildings first, then the peo- 
ple could have come here as fast as the houses 
were ready forthem. Now, there are thirty- 
six houses and nobody in them, because other 
conveniences are not yet completed.”

to Jacksonville. 
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FOUR NEW CASES AT DECATUR. 


The Situation in the Stricken City—Help is 
Needed. 

MontTGoMERY, Ala., September 25.—[Spe- 
cial.J—An Advertiser special from Decatur 
this evening says: The morning dawned clear 
and bright with thermometer at 58, but a sur- 
vey of the deserted city showed that every- 
thing was not lovely. Two deaths were re- 
ported to Dr. Cochran, state health officer, by 
9 o’clock, one L. 8. Weakly, which occurred 
last night at1lo’clock, and J. H. Weakly, 
who died at 9 o’clock this morning. They are 
father and son, and recently came to Decatur 
from Brownsville, Tenn. 

Four new cases have been reported since 
noon yesterday: Ollie Wright, an engineer 
on the Louisville and Nashville railroad here, 
Mrs. Lester, whose husband has had the fever 
and recovered, and two negroes. Three other 
parties are sick with suspicious diseases which 
are looked on as yellow fever. 

W. R. Francis is convalescing and Dr. 
Buckley is doing well, but has only been sick 
two days. Mrs. Captain Stewart is reported 
recovering. 

The relief committee is under a splendid 
system of organization, with plenty of nurses, 
both white and colored, and is now better pre- 
pared to handle the disease than heretofore. 
Some fear has been entertained that the idle 
negros, who jout-number the whites considera- 
bly, would become violent and begin to pillage 
houses, but they have all been assured 
that they would be provided with pro- 
visions and they are quieted down 
this morning and no trouble is 
feared. There isstill nochance of communi- 
cation to or from Decatur save by telegraph. 
No mails leave here, and what is thrown off is 
not opened, except the lettersof parties who 
are personally Known to the acting postmaster, 
Thomas, the postmaster, having fled for his 
life. 

State health officer, Dr. Jerome Cochran, 
went by special train from here to Flint and 
Cullman last night to examine and report a 
case at each of those places. He returned this 
morning and reported that G. F. Buckheit, a 
refugee from Decatur, has yellow fever at 
Cullman, but he is not positive of the case at 
Flint. What news we are getting from the 
surrounding country is that the wildest excite- 
ment prevails everywhere. The shotgun 
quarantine reigns supreme on every road- 
crossing, anda manfrom Decatur is looked 
upon as more dangerous than an African lion. 

The relief committee has received only 
forty-five doliars in money since yesterday. 
The committee is still calling only on the resi- 
dents of Decatur wherever they may be found, 


but unless they respond more promptly and | 


liberally, a call will have to be made on the 
general public. The number of persons re- 
maining at Decatur has been variously esti- 
mated at from one hundred and fifty to three 


hundred, but a close observation shows that |

Only 44 have had the 
fever and as the others are subject to it the 
outlook is gloomy and fateful. Of the sick 
Daley Lee and his wife and McCoy are much 
worse so that the death roll will probably be 
augmented before morning. In the north and 
and south wards three drug storesand provision 
stores are open. The Howard association has 
seized all provisions destined for Jackson and 
way points now in depots of all railroads and 
given their pledge for the payment. 

The many depredations during the paat 
three nights have made it necessary toincrease 
the police force. The tents and camp cots be- 
longing to the Mississippi National Guard 
were received on yesterday. With the excep- 
tion of ten tents and twenty cots to be ysed at 
quarantine stations, they will be used at the 
refugeecamp. The news from refugees that 
left by the special train Friday night from 
Dubuque and Centralia ‘and Duquoin is 
cheering. We have heard nothing from Chig 
eago, Cincinnati and Louisville. Dr. Igle- 
hart, who was one of nine for St. Louis, 
reports: ‘‘Arrived. Rough time. Purchase 
of new clothing compulsory.”” The suspense 
regarding the loved ones who have been sent 
away is very great here. Many cases of suf 
fering and destitution among refugees 
just outside local quarantine is 
very great. They have neither 
necessaries or comforts, neither ice, food or 
medicine has been passed out yet. Secretary 
State board of Health Johnston has been try- 
ing to get a relief train for Chicago, but late 
this evening Superintendent Mann, of the 
lilinois Central, wires: ‘You can have the 
train, but the citizens along the line north of 
Canton say that they will not permit the train 
to pass.’’ This declaration of inhumanity of 
our fellow-Mississippians is unprecedented. 
They know fully our wants and by their actions 
we are made absolutely helpless. Our women 
and children are denied exit, food, medicine, 
and nurses are denied admission, We are rats 
in a trap at the mercy of any freak of alleged 
quarantines. This condition of affairs 
is not peculier to the Illinois Central road, but 
is generalon all. The other roads have not 
tried to aid us at all, but quit operating their 
lines as soon as first flag was hung out. 

The Howard association has decided to issue 
no rations for the present, except in extreme 
cases. The reason for this action is they are 
waiting for the establishment of the camp. All 
who go there will be: furnished liberally. The 
postal officials outside of Jackson are masterly 
inactive. We are now getting mail four and 
five days old. We can send nothing abroad, 
and this fact is crippling the effectiveness of 
the state board of health seriously all through. 
The telegraph company is our only means of 
communication. It would be well to send 
money by telegraph only. 

The police are hourly discovering animals 
locked up in stables and houses and birds in 
cages, but asthe fifteerth amendment_ is in 
force here, no chickens remain in the coop after 
dark, A refugee camp will be established six 
miles from Jackson onthe Yazoo branch on 
the Illinois Central railroad. 

The oficial report isno new cases and no 
deaths during the past forty-eight hours. Two 
of the physicians, Drs. Galloway and Harring- 
ton went fishingin Pearl rivertoday. The 
laiter caught a fine trout. Dn Galloway cap- 
tured a large lot of minnows, for bait. 

Frost at Monte Sano. 

Huntsvit_e, Ala., September 25.—[{Special.] 
There was frost last nightin Monte Sano, the 
guests of the hotel enjoying splendid health and 
comfort. Huntsville is healthier than for 
seventeen years. There is no excitement, and 
business is as usual. Building all over the 
city is progressing. 

Frost at Birmingpam:. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 25.—[Spec- 
ial.}—There was a light frost on all the hills 
around the city last night, and reported gen- 
eral throughout north Alabama, being the 
heaviest on the Sand mountains near the Ten- 
nessee river. The weather is still cool, and 
the temperature falling. A killing frost on 
the mountains is expected tonight. There is 
no longer any fear of yellow fever in this #ec- 
tion ; the frost settled that, and the panic sub- 
sided as quickly as it came. 

All the small towns in north Alabama have 
recovered from their fright, and will raise or 
modify their quarantine regulations at once. 
Trains are running again between this city 
and Chattanooga, and a regular schedule will 
be resumed inafew days. All alarm which 
may have been felt here has passed, and busi- 
ness is going on as usual. ‘The quarantine will 
be continued for several days yet. 

A Cuse at Vossburg, Mississippi. 

MERIDIAN, Miss., September 25—/Special.] 
The confident feeling of keeping yellow fever 
out was somewhat demoralized today by a tel- 
egram from Doctor Buffkins, at Vossburg, 
Miss., that E. A. Hamlin had died there last 
night with strong symptoms of fever. He was 
in Jackson last W ednesday. 

Meridian has quarantined against Vossburg. 
The railroads today made strong efforts to get 
trains through Meridian but the board of 
health refused. A committee this afternoon 
met Superintendent McLaurin, of the Mobile 
and Ohio, just outside the city limits to confer 
as to running freight trains through to Mobile. 
No action will be taken till Doctor Blanks re- 
turns from a meeting of the state board of 
health at Tupelo. The Mobile and Ohio wiil 
begin running freight trains from St. Louis to 
Landerdale, Miss., seventeen miles north and 
from Enterprise, Miss., fifteen miles south, to 
Mobile. The city already being short of asup- 
ply of meat and flour, the board of health to- 
day granted the privilege of sending a guarded 
switch engine toa point some twenty miles 
north of Meridian to bring in cars of provisions 
delivered at that point. There is no fever 
here and none of a suspicious nature. A _ cor- 
don is to be placed around the city at once to 
keep strangers out. 

Memphis Quieting Down. 

Mempnis, Tenn., September 25.—The seare 
is over, and the panicky feeling of the pat 
four days has given way toa more ratiozal 
view of the situation. Many of those who 
were most alarmed are now confident that 
there will be no further spread of fever from 
either Decatur, Ala., or Jackson, Miss. The 
exodus from this city has ceased, and some 
who were first to leave are now applying for 
passes to return.

The Richmond Terminal was the special 
object of the attack of today, and was knocked 
down to 22}, the lowest point it has reached 
for some time. 

This depression in values, however, does not 
prevent important moves in southern railroad 
affairs, as is shown by negotiations how going 
on between the Richmond and Danville and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. 
The Richmond and Danville proposes to lease 
the East Tennessee for ninety-nine years and 
the details are now beingarranged. President 
George 5S. Scott, of the Richmond 
and Danville, has submitted in 
writing the general outline of a proposition 
to General Sam Thomas, president of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. It.is said 
that the paper is in all material points satis 
factory to the East Tennessee managers. Only 
a few minor details remain to be agreed upon, 
and the matter will then be ready for consid- 
eration at the meeting of the East Tennessee 
stockholders to be held October 18, and the 
ratification of the programme is a foregone 
conclusion from the fact that a majority of the 
stockholders have already been sounded on the 
subject. 

It is said this deal will be of great ten- 
efit to the Richmond Terminal, because it will 
insure uniform co-operation between the 
Richmond and Danville and East Tennessee 
for mutual profits, and both of them belong to 
the Terminal system. It is also suggested 
that the Norfolk and Western is bound to 
suffer and that President Kimball will realize 
what a mistake he mace ™m not buying the cone 
tolof the Kast Tennessee, which he hada 
chance of doing a month ortwoago. Much of 
the business which his road has heretofore 
gotten from the East Tennessee will, after the 
contemplated lease is made, be given to the 
Richmond and Danville and handled over 
its Western North Carolina divison. 

The Kichmond Terminal, under existing cir- 
cumstances, has control of the Kast Tennessee 
for only about three years longer, but practi. 
cally that control will be perpetuated for 
ninety-nine years through the proposed lease 
of the Richmeénd and Danville from the fact 
that the Terminal owns outright a large mae 
jority interest of the Richmond and Dan- 
Ville. 

It is impossible at present to learn the pre. 
cise terms of the lease, but they will probably 
be Known within a few days. M. J. V.

Who Is Squeezing the Farmer? 
We have written a good deal about the 


bagging trust, but the question seems to 
grow more interesting every day. We have 


received the following letter from a farmer. 
It is dated at Marietta: 


EpitcR?: CONSTITUTION: J, asa farmer, am shar- 


ing all the benefits that may come to us through 
your able articles as against the bagging trust, and 
desire to. thank you therefor, but there is st.ll 
trouble ahead for the farmer who uses any substi- 
tute for jute bagging. The farmers of cur neighbor- 
hood were under the impressien that burlap would 
answer asa cover for their cotton, and found, when 
they offered it in our market here, that the buyers 
had been instructed not to buy cotton that was 
wrapped in anything other than jute bagging, un- 
less at a price low enough to cover the damage to 
the cotton from re-wrapping and a dollar off of each 
bale to pay for a jute cover.

I have not written this for publication over my 
own signature, I only wanted you to know the ex- 
act situation of the farmers, for whom you have 
stood up so. solidly, and- perhaps put you in a way to 
let tiem know whether it is the ‘‘trusi”’ or the for- 
eign consignee that is practicing the imposition. 

FARMER, 


All this is very interesting and suggestive; 
but we think we can assure our correspon- 
dent that the bagging trust, in its efforts to 
gouge the cotton planters, will find neither 
friends nor allies in the cotton factors and 
commission merchants of the south. There 
is one fact that ought to be borne clearly in 
mind, namely: that the change in covering 
which the scheme of robbery inaugurated 
by the bagging trust has rendered necessary, 
amounts toa commercial revolution. Cus- 
tom had settled on jute bagging as the regu- 
lation wrapping forcotton. Prices, weights, 
commissions and deductions had adjusted 
themselves to what may be called the jute 
standard, and it is no easy matter to change 
these things. | 

And yet the change will not be so difficult 
as has been imagined. Only the net cotton 
is bought from the planter, though this fact 
seems difficult for even some factors to un- 
derstand. ‘The price is regulated in Liver- 
pool, where only net cotton is bought, the 
bagging and ties forming no part of the 
transaction whatever. A factorin Atlanta 
may suppose that when he buys a bale of 
cotton he is paying for bagging and ties, but 
this cannot be so, since the price paid in 
- Atlanta is regulated by what the staple will 
fetch in New York, and the New York 
price, in its turn, is regulated by the price 
in Liverpool, which is the price of the net 
cotton in a bale. 

In this way the jute bagging has become 
a standard, and any proposed change of this 
standard is bound to create confusion in the 
minds of those who do not understand and 
appreciate the fact that itis a purely arbi- 
trary standard, that has no sort of bearing 
on the price of a bale of cotton. Just as 
soon as the country merchants understand 
that the cotton itself, and not the jute bag- 
ging, is sought for in the markets, they will 
appreciate the fact that any covering that 
affords adequate protection to the staple will 
be satisfactory to insurance men and to 
buyers everywhere. 

And when this is once understood, the 
bagging trust will immediately become a 
thing of the past, and the farmers will cover 
their cotton with material spun from the 
staple itself. The only wonder is that Amer- 
ican cotton should be wrapped in material 
imported from India, when a hundred mills 
in the south were ready to furnish a cover- 
ing that would widen and increase the mar- 
ket for the southern staple.

To sum up Mr. Wertheimer’s argument, 
it may be said that he is in favor of direct- 
ing public opinion to scientific mating and 
to strict regulation of marriages. The New 
York Sun, in a review of his article, says: 


Already the doctrine of selection is satisfied in 
many marriages as at present contracted, The chief 
motives to marriage, in the order of their weight, he 
sets down as “the possession of wealth, physical 
beauty, and moral worth,” and all of these he finds 
to be more or less in line with the improvement of 
the race. Wealth implies frequently ‘valuable 
physical, mental, and moral properties of the pos- 
sessor, or of his or her immediate ancestors,” 
Physical beauty is often the consequence of physical 
health and strength, and a harmonious constitu- 
tional development. Moral worth tends to the im- 
provement of the individual, andthe lack of it is 
allied with physiological abnormalities, Sin isonly 
& symptom of disease or of faulty physical organiza- 
tion, according to this scientific theory. 

This natural tendency to select fitting mates, Mr. 
Wertheimer contends, could be greatly stimulated 
by the clergy, so powerful everywhere and always 


in their influence over women especially. Then he | 


would have the law s:ep in to prevent marriages 
among persons suffering from hereditary diseases, 
The form of such state interference which he recom. 
mends is th 8: 

“Previous to the issue of any document permitting 
the solemnization of a marriage, it would be neces- 
sary that both persons concerned should submit 
themselves for examination to the medical council 


appointed for this purpose in each district. Such: 


councils might con-ist of three duly qualified medi- 
cal men, and it wou!d be their duty to give a certifi- 
cate of freedom from known hereditary diseases to 
all «pplicants who were either positively or even 
doubtfully in sufficiently good constitutional health. 
Marriages without such certiticate would be illegal, 
and the re ulting offspring illegitimate. 

“The state might also reasonably interfere to pre- 
vent the transmission of objectionable moral charac- 
teristics, though here, again, only toa very limited 
extent. That habitual criminalsshould be freely al- 
lowed to become fathers and mothers is undoubt- 
edly a grave social mistake. Such -persons should 
be prevented from extending their numbers by be- 
ing required tosubmit either to permanent imprison- 
ment or to such medical operations as would pre- 
vent turther mischief. Possibly the same treatment 
mizht be advisable in the case of confirmed habitual 
drunkards,” 


The above will serve to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the novel theory of Mr. Wertheimer, 
and it will not be received with less interest 
than was that of. Mrs, Caird, which was dis- 
cussed in last Sunday’s CONSTITUTION. But 
by this time the public has, no doubt, come 
to the conclusion that Mr. Wertheimer and 
Mrs. Caird know very little about the topics 
they so elaborately discuss. Nevertheless, 
this does not prevent their views being of 
interest. It will be a hard matter to im- 
prove on onr present system of matrimony, 
and the more we let it alone the better off 
the world will be.

The Quarantine ‘Cranks at Work. 

The people still seem possessed of the 
quarantine insanity. ‘ ~ 

Take the case of the [Illinois Central 
road. With not a case of fever on its 600 
miles of road and not one on its branches, 
it has had to abandon its mail and passen- 
ger trains altogether. Other roads have 
fared almost as badly. With only one in- 
fected point in Alabama—unless 
should be a case at Cullman—the woods 
are full of Alabamians with shotguns in 
hand. With not a case in Tennessee, the 
Tennessee towns have been the worst fright- 
ened of all. Indeed, to the Chattanooga 
Times’ senseless and frantic panic—aided, 
we very much fear, by her desire to get a 
dig at Atianta—more than to any other 
cause is due the quarantine panic that has 
seized the whole south. It will be many a 
day before Chattanooga recovers from the 
damage done her reputation by the sensa- 
tional and malicious Times. But for the 
cool-headed and enterprising little News, it 
would have been much worse. 

In the meantime the panic is hurting the 
south vastly more than the yellow fever. 
We apprehend the newspapers have been 
largely to blame for this, The doctors, who, 
as usual, are level-headed, report from al- 
most every city that there is not the slight- 
est cause of alarm, and that the nervyous- 
ness is due mainly to the sensational reports 
of the daily press. However this may be, it 
behooves the press and doctors alike to join 
hands now and put down an excitement 
that is wholly unjustified by the facts or by 
reasonable fears, and that stigmatizes the 
entire south, when less than half-a-dozen 
points are infected, less than a dozen cities 
really frightened, and only one in spasms!

| to the alliance we must look to work out this prob 


lem for us, To do this, it seems to me, the alliance 
should move at once in the matter; get all the 
facts as they now exist, @; cotton has heretofore 
been baled, in regard to buying, storing, insuring, 
compressing, transporting, sale in Liverpool, losses, 


rates, damage, tare, charges, deductions, etc., and 


too get these facts from parties competent to give 
them correctly. Then too get facts in regard to 
what changes would be made in any of them: difi- 
eulties or advantages from using the proposed cotton 
bagging; send samples of the bagging, if needs be, 
sample bales put up in it; get difinitely and correct- 
ly all the facts, then decide what will be best to do, 
and do this too clear of our present passion at hav- 
ing been hurt by the bagging trust. Do it with the 
view only of getting at the truth of the matter. This 
alone will do usany good. It will be a pleasure to 
down this bagging trust, but our prejudices aud 
passion in the matter will not help usto get at the 


truth. 

With the present lights before us it wonlc seem 
but that the alliance should manufacture the bag- 
ging and make it of cotton. Is it practicable to do 
this? I speak for the way we Can see things now— 
A thorough ery ge pe te may show matters in a 
different light—and I shouid say it was. 

First, Bacging, for baling cotton, is an article of 

ne:al consumption, as much so as corn. meat, 
ploughs, waguns, etc., and sag farmer who raises 
eotton—for the same reason itshouid be mice at 
home and made by the alliance, which is the ag- 

gated farmer, if made by other than a mill 

he farmer did not and could notcontrol them 
might sometime be a cotton bagging trust—which 
wonld be only a little better than a jute 
trust. Then it mw proper it 
be made of cotton because we do not 
make the jute, and if we continued to use jute bag- 
ging even made by our mills, 1t might be that cd i 
trust might be as bard on us as a jute or cotton bag- 
ging trust. This is all besides the iact that the tak~ 
ing of quite a quantity of low price cotton off the 
market would tend to make a better price for their 
lower grades, if not for better grades, 

2. This work should be done by the alliance; the 
siliance can, I should say, raise the means to co it. 
Ii was but recently that it was preparing to raise 
%1,000,000 for another purpose—many thought it 
would be easily done, A mill costing $50,000 would 
make during a year an enormous amount of bag- 
ging. The milltodothis should, I would say, be 
tagged designed in regard to machinery for 
this purpose. Heavy picks, 40 to inch 
machines. Heavy 40 to 48 ineh carding engines—no 
railway heads or drawing frames; but take slever

I should think that to make 
cotton bagging no one could run a mill to so g- eat 
adyantege asthe allianne, Oue thing, andonly one 
thing, would have to be seen to very closely—eco- 


nomical management. This could be at- 
tained by putting it in char.ze 
of capable, honest men. So it would 


be that giving the fact of economical and honest 
management—the cost of raw material wou!d be no 
matter if it was low,the farmer gets his bagging cor- 
respondingly lower. If it was high the farmer has 
already in his pocket the advance when he sold the 
cotton high. If the mill chose to sell at cost and 
yay no dividends the farmer gets his bagging 
ower. Thereis no conflict of interest. The indt- 
vidual farmer sells the raw material to the allianee 
—the aggregated farmer; the alliance manuiactures 


it economically into bagging and sells it to the indi-- 


vidual farmer, whether.at a profit or not it is little 
matter. It goes to help the f: er, either in the 
aggregate oras individual, and as the alliance is 
controlled by him he can and should control this

Mr. Small became the third 
party nominee by virtue of the fact that he failed to 
secure the republican nomination, after he had 
made every effort to get it, and to bring about a 
compromise tic) @: between the republicans and the 
third party. No doubt he will deny this, for, though 
he is a “reyerend,’’ he has not demonstrated in this 
campaign that regard for the truth which. might be 
expected from one who attaches this significant 
prefix to hisname. He has demonstrated an abso- 
lute and wanton disregard for facts or fairness, and 
has assailed the democratic partyin a manner so 
outrageously unjust and unmerited as to make de- 
fense unnecessary. 

Sev.'al days before the courthouse mecting, a 
caucus of a number of republicans was held at the 
office of a well known repubiican at the custom- 
house, Previous tothis, VanPelt had |een nomi- 
pated by the republicans for the senate.

Mr. Small then 
told them that the ticket would }e calied The Peo- 
ple’s Ticket, but that he must receive the repubii- 
can nomivetion for the senate in the place of Van 
Pelt. He made an elaburate argument to impress 
upon the committee his availability in the matter 
of splitting the democra 4: white vote of the connty, 
and urged that with this vote and with t @ re- 
publican vote he _ . could be elected. 
The republican committee withdrew after a 
failure to reach any agreement, and the 
republican caucus at the ~*~ cusiom- 
house decided to stand by the tieket which it had 
already nominated. A few nights after this Mr. 
Small was made the third party nominee,

KILLING HtM INSTANTLY, 
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A Young Atlantian Shoots Himeelf to 
Death Because He is Tired of I ife—The 
Father Goes to See His Dead Son. 


Spencer Everett, a young man well-known 
throughout the city, suicided yesterday morn- 
ing at Dr. 8. E; Everett’s home, on the Geor- 
gia railroad, about three miles from Covy- 
ington. 

An old shot gun was the instrument used. 

Everett, who was about twenty years of age, 
worked for a numberof yearsin Robinson & 
Ogletree’s planing mill, but just before Christ- 
mas threw up his place there and went 
to live with his uncle, Dr. Everett, near Al- 
man,@ smail station about three miles from 
Covington. The young man was quite {prom- 
ising and in a short time was almost in complete 
charge of his uncle’s farm. His life was about 
the same as that of all country boys, except 
that he did not mingle with his neighbors as 
freely as he might have done. He was extreme- 
ly steady and lost no time from his work 
except an occasional day in the woods with a 
gun. Early yesterday morning he borrowed 
the gun from his uncle, and soon after break- 
fast started out. by himself as he always had 
done. A half hour after he had left the house 
some one heard a gun shot up the road toward 
Covington, but paid no attention to it. A half 
hour after the discharge of the gun 
a farmer _ riding along the road 
observed some one lying beside the road ap- 
parently asleep, with a gun beside him. The 
farmer was inthe act of riding by when he no- 
ticed that one shoe was off and was some dis- 
tance away. ‘Thiscaused him to look more 
closely and in doing so he saw that the entire 
left side of the man was covered with blood. 
The farmer then dismounted and walked up 
to the prostrate figure and found himself 
beside adead man. An investigation showed 
the farmer. that the dead man’s entire left 
side almost had been blown away. 

After ascertaining this much the farmer 
rode on to Everett’s place—he had recognized 
the dead man—and notified him. The doctor 
returned with the farmer to the place 
and after making a careful ,investiga- 
tion had the body removed to his home and 
then notified the coroner. The indications, 
from what has been ascertained, is that young 
Everett, after making up his mind to kill 
himself, pulled off his left shoe. Then, after 
cocking the gun, he placed the muzzle against 
his left side under his heart. He then put his 
toe on the trigger and the end was accom- 
plished. 

Dr. Everett came to 
first train after the 
found and notified James M. 
Everett, the dead boy’s father. In the even- 
ing Mr. Everett, accompanied by his family, 
wentup to Alman, where the body will be 
buried today. 

Nocause for the suicide is known so far. 
Dr. Everett was unable to assign any as no 
note had been found up to the time he came 
away. The doctor says the boy has always 
been apparently happy and never despondent. 
He was not known to have had any trouble. 
The boy’s father cannot imagine jany reason 
for the act.

JOHNSON IS DEAD, 


Atlanta on the 
body was 


invested in an ad in 
the ten cent column of 
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The Negro Who Was Stabbed and Run Over 
Dies of His Wounds. 

Henry Johnson, the negro man who was 
stabbed Saturday night on Peters street, and 
subsequently run over by a Central railroad 
switch engme, died yesterday morning about 4 
o’clock in Dr. Westmoreland’s oiftice. 

The negro’s death was due directly to the 
railroad accident. 

Immediately after Johnson died, Toby 
Howard, the colored undertaker, removed the 
body and prepared it for burial. In the after» 
noon an inquest was held, Judge Manning pre- 
siding. At the inquest the same facts were 
ascertained as were printed in Sunday’s Con- 
STITUTION. Dr. Johnson, oneof the attending 
physicians, described the negro’s injuries. 

‘Both legs,” said the doctor, ‘‘were badly 
broken and crushed. The right leg was broken 
into splinters below the knee and the knee 
was split open. The other leg was crushed 
horribly above the knee. On the head I 
found two or three wounds, and in the neck an 
ugly and dangerous cut.’’ 

‘‘Did he make any statement as to the cause 
of his hurts?” asked the judge. 

“Yes,’’ replied the doctor, drawing a paper 
from his pocket. ‘‘He made astatement which 
I reduced to writing. Here it is.’’ 

The statement was read and in it Johnson 
said, I was making along Deters street with a 
package of sugar. I encounted two negro 
men and by accident touched one with my um- 
brella. Instantly he began abusing me and 
while I was trying to apologize he stuck the 
knife into my neck and then ran away. J started 
on towards the railroad and justas I reached 
the track fainted from the loss of bloed 
and knew nothing more until the train ran 
over me,”’ 

‘*Did he tell you who the man was, doctor ?’’ 
asked the judge as the statement was finished. 

‘*'No, sir, he did not.” : 

“What wus the cause. of his death, doctor? 
The railroad or the wound ?” 

“The injuries. inflicted by the road. He 
never rallied from the shock.”’ 

The jury returned a verdict charging the 
death to the railroad. 

The police department is now handling the 
case with energy. Captain Wright knows the 
name of one of the two men who made the 
assault upon Johnson, andthe city is being 
scoured for him.

THEY HOLD A MERTING LAST NIGHT 
AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


Committees of Ten to Be Chosen in Each 
Ward—The Chairmen Chosen Past 
Night. 


There was a mecting at the courthouse last 
night—a conservative meeting. 

It was held in response to invitations signed 
by “J. W. Goldsmith, secretary.” 

‘t was held in the city court room instead of 
‘the basement. 

Among those present were Messsrs. T. P. 
Westmoreland, W. 8. Thomson, J. A. An- 
derson, H. H. Cabaniss, J. C. Hendrick, 
Howell Erwin, Jack Stewart, J udge 
Pendleton, W. J. Garrett, T. P. Neal, J. W. 
Albert, W. R. Hammond, G. N. Hurtel, 
Green Dodd, M. C,. Kiser, Major J. H. Ket- 
ner, A. D. Adair, W. K. Booth. T. M. Harris, 
Hoke Smith, B. F. Abbott, Grant Wilkins, 
W. A. Haygood, and Hooper Alexander. In 
the back rows were a number of colored peo- 
ple, some ten or fifteen, but they took_no part 
whatever in the proceedings. There were also 
some anti-prohibitionists, but they did noth- 
ing but watch the conservatives. 

Altogether there were about one hundred 
people present. It was noticable that the 
working or active part of the crowd was by no 
means so large, and it was rigidly conserva- 
dive. 

It was just that way. 

At 8 o'clock Mr. M. C. Kiser rapped for 
order. The conservative meeting was begun. 

“I move,” said Mr. Kiser, ‘‘that Colonel 
B. F. Abbott be elected chairman of this meet- 
ing.’’ 

Colonel T, P. Westmoreland seconded the 
motion. Colonel Abbott was elected without 
a dissenting voice. 

‘Fellow citizens,’ said Colonel Abbott, 
“*T noticed the call issued this afternoon for a 
meeting of conservative citizens, and I am 
here tonight as a conservative citizen. I did 
not expect to preside, my first idea of that 
kind being subsequent to the motion of Major 
Kiser. I am not well informed as to the ob- 
jects of this meeting, but supp@ped,it was for 
the purpose of considering and form- 
ulating plans for” electing city and county 
otticers. We have come together as 
business men. Let us make the meeting as 
short as possible, get through with our work 
and adjourn. The meeting is ready for busi- 
ness.’’ 

‘‘l didn’t understand,”’ said Colonel West- 
moreiand, rising, ‘‘that 
called to consider anything in connection with 
the county offices, but only the mayoralty, 
council and board of aldermen.”’ 

‘*Then the chair was mistaken,’’ said Colonel 
Abbott. ‘There is no business now before the 
house.”’ 

There was deep silence fora little while, and 
then Mr. -H. H, Cabaniss was nominated sec- 
retary. 

“IT think Mr. Jerry Goldsmith is already 
secretary,’’ said Mr, Cabaniss. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

‘‘Well,” said Colonel Abbott, “there is no 
business before the house, as Mr. Goldsmith is 
already acting secretary.”’ 

The silence was oppressive. 

‘‘Well, Mr. Chairman,” said Colonel West- 
moreland, rising again, ‘‘since no one has any- 
thing to offer, I have some ideas that I shall 
put in the form of a motion. Itis well-known 
that in December the people select a mayor 
and an alderman and acouncilman from each 
ward. Itis annecessary for me to urge how 
important it is that Atlanta should select the 
very best material for these places. Great in- 
terests are at stake and questions will 
come up requiring intellect and integrity, and 
men of the very best caste should be chosen. 
We are ali proud of Atianta and all anxious to 
see her go On prospering as she has been doing. 
We are all anxious to see her well governed, 
and ask that the men in office should be sound, 
intelligent and honorable, We are 
all agreed on that. We may 
differ on otier questions, but this is not a time 
for considering our differences, and it is our 
duty to look at the interest of the city only. I 
suggest that ten men be chosen as a committee 
from each ward, and these ward committees 
to constitute a general committee of sixty, and 
to this general'‘committee the whole quegrion 
shall be rererred, LIimove, asthe sense of this 
meeting, thata committee of ten from each 
ward be chosen, and to the general committee 
of sixty this matter be referred.’’ 

Colonel W. S. Thompson seconded the mo 
tion. 

The chair waited for a half minute or so and 
was about to putthe question when Colonel 
Westmoreland interrupted with the remark 
that there had been no discussion of the ques- 
tion and that such discussion would be in or 
der. 
‘*T understand that,” said Colonel Abbott, 
‘but it is not the business of the 
chair to solicit discussion. Of course, any dis- 
cussion of the question would be in order.”’ 

There was another silence. 

‘'Well,’’ said Colonel Abbott, “fas nobody 
seems inclined to discuss the matter, I shall 
put the question.’’ 

The motion was cafried, as the one before it 
had been, without a dissenting voice.

“This is a gathering of representative men,” 
said Colonel Westmoreland, ‘‘but I believe in 
leiting the people choose their own. commit- 
tees. In thatcase they are bound to be sat- 
isfied.’’ 

‘*‘T move,’’ said Judge Pendleton, ‘‘that this 
meeting resolve itself into ward meetings, and 
each ward choose its committee right here.’’

THE DAMAGE TO THE CROPS. 


Cotton Damaged 19 Per Cent—Corn and Rice 
Injured, 

The answers received at the department of 
agriculture to inquiries sent out by Commis- 
sioner Henderson some days since, as to the 
damage of the principal crops, caused by the 
recent unprecedented rains, cover the state 
generally and were compiled yesterday. They 
estimate the per cent of damage in the differ- 
ent sections of the state as fllows: 

North Georgia—To cotton, 16 per cent; corn, 13. 

Middle Georgia—Cotton, 19; corn, 15. 

East Georgia—Cotton, 23; corn, 14; rice, 15. 

Southeast Georgia—Cotton, 21; corn, 9: rice, 21, 

Southwest Georgia—Cotton, 18; corn, 7, 

The estimated damage to the cotton crop of 
the state by the rains is placed at 19 per cent; 
corn, 11, and rice, 18. 

Many of the correspondents report much 
cotton sprouting on the ground or rotting in 
the boll so that it is almost impossible to give 
an intelligent estimate of the damage to the 
quality of the staple.

A LATE CASE 


AGAINST JOHN F. QUARLES, ONCE 
CONSUL TO MALAGA, 
As Frank Rudiutee sali Benjamin Conley 
Have Passed Away, James Tate, the 
Richest Negro in Atlanta, Must Pay. 


An interesting suit has been filed in 
United States circuit court. 

It sounds, the United States vs. 
Quarles, Frank Quarles, Benjamin Con- 
ley and James Tate. It is 
It isa suiton the official bond of John F. 
Quarles, who was at one time the United States 
Consul to Malaga, in the Kingdom of — 

The penalty of the bond was fixed at $3,000 
and it was signed by Frank Quaries, Benjamin 
Conley and James Tate as sGreties to the gov- 
erninent. 

Daring the administration of Presi- 
dent Hayes on the 25th day of June, 1877, 
John F. Quarles, a colored citizen of Atlanta, 
was appointed United States consul at Malaga. 
His salary was fifteen hundred dollars a year. 
He was a son of Rey. Frank Quarles, one of 
the most intelligent and upright colored men 
who ever lived in Atlanta. Frank Quarles, 
for years before his death, was the pastor of 
Frieudship Baptist church on West Mitchell 
Street in this city. He did good 
work in Atlanta and _ enjoyed the 
respect of the people of both races. Ex- 
Governor Benjamin Conley was one of the 
most distinguished republicans in Georgia. He 
Was president of the senate when Governor 
Bullock left the state in 1871, and succeeded 
to the governorship, which position he filled 
for about a year before the democratic party 
ame into power in Georgia. 

After retiring from the governorship Mr. 
Conley was made postmaster at Atlanta by 
President Grant, which position he held for 
many years, 

James Tate, colored, has for years past been 
& prosperous merchant on Decatur street. By 
strict attention to business and honest deal- 
ing he accumulated a small fortune. 

These three men went upon the bond of 
John F. Qnarles in 1877. 

The principal, John F. Quarles, his father, 
Frank Quarles, and Benjamin Conley all died 
several years ago. 

The only surviving bondsman is James 
Tate, who is worth about $50,000, 

He is the richest negro in Atlanta. 

Mr. John F. Quarles, while consul at Ma- 
laga, got very much behind in his accounts, 
and the suit which is brought by the govern- 
ment against his bondsmenis for $528.47 on 
account of salary and fees. 

Of this sum $50.25 came into his possession 
and should have been appropriated by him to 
the relief of American seamen. 

The case will come up for a hearing at the 
October term of the United States 
court, and as James Tate 
is the only living bondsman, in the event of 
judgment being gotten by the government, he 
wiil probably hayo to settle the little shortage 
of John F. Quarles, the late ex-consul to 
Malaga.
